Tnc  cugiosseu  Inn  lor  tne  uooiition  of 
the  internal  duties  was  read  the  third 
tilde. 

Mr.  U'  vi.kkr,  of  N.C.  siid  lie  had  no 
doubt  ot  the  passage  ot  the  bill  ; but,  as 
the  house  was  about  to  take  leave  ol  an 
old  acquaintance,  tne  internal  taxes, 
which  tnis  bill  proposed  to  rcpcSi— on 
which  lie  cheerfully  congratulated  nis 
fellow  citizens — he  called  lor  the  yeas 
and  nays  on  tne  passage  ol  it. 

I’he  .[tli  stioiiiiuv  ing  been  staled, “Shall 
the  bill  pass  I" 

Mr.  liorxis’SON,  of  I’enii.  rose.  To 
oppose  a measure  which  had  been  re- 
commended by  the  Pn  shield,  and  would 
probably  be  most  joyfully  received 
uy  u great  majority  ol  tnc  people,  lie 
said,  Would  be  an  ctlurtso  utterly  hope- 
less ol  Huertas,  as  utmost  to  amount  to 
.m  ubstii'uiiy.  He  shouiu  not  attempt  it; 
hut  at  the  same  time  it  seemed  to  him 
to  be  both  an  official  and  const  ienlious 
duty  to  cxprcss-uncl  act  upon  the  opinion 
lie  really  possessed  uponovci  y important 
question  of  legislation  upon  which  lie 
was  called  u;m>ii  to  vote.

Besides, 
sir,  if  I do  not  misjudge  tome  indications 
already  exhibited,  wc  are  about  entering 
a path,  which,  if  pursued,  may  lead  us  to 
tread  down  the  powerful  hypothesis  rett- 
ing on  Diia  momentous  [f ; and  bring  us 
again  to  the  field  of  slaughter.  Ifwc 
really  have  too  much  money,(whirh,  by 
the  byo,  is  a aiory  wc  heard  once  before) 
why  not  remove  tho  impost  on  salt;  re- 
duce the  tonnage  ; reduce  the  duties  on 
sugar,  coffee,  tea,  and  other  articles,  no 
longer  luxuries,  but  necessaries  of  life 
for  the  poor  as  well  a*  tlie  ri<  li ; why  not 
expend  the  surplus  in  the  internal  im- 
provement of  our  country,  so  loudly 
called  for,  and  so  niitrh  required  ? I alntll 
trouUc  the  house  pu  further  on  this  auh- 
jeet,  than  to  a.iy,  that  wlule.  I oppt.-ar  the 
general  destruction  of  all  the  internal 
taxes,  there  aro  some  of  them  I would 
gladly  dispense  with. 

M.  Baldwin,  of  IVnn.said  it  appeared 
to  him  to  he  a very  singular  thing,  that, 
whilst,  only  three  years  ago,  Congress 
were  legislating  these  taxes  into  exist- 
ence, and  paying  a premium  of  3n  per 
cent,  to  thfc  usurers  for  money,  they 
should  now  be  legislating  on  what  was 
called  a surplus  revenue;  not  surplus  in 
fact,  hut  in  anticipation.  He  knew,  he 
said,  that  it  was  not  permitted  to  him,  und 
to  other  young  members,  to  take  time  to 
give  a due  examination  of  tlie  subject — 
lie  bail  requested  it  yesterday,  *nd  been 
refused,  and  he  was  therefore  obliged  to 
go  into  the  subject  without  much  conaj. 
deration.  Kcfcrring  to  tlie  estimate  ol 
the  treasury,  ol*  the  expenditures  for  the 
ensuing  year,  he  found  n variation  be- 
tween thouc  for  the  present  year  and  for 
the  next,  for  which  lie  could  not  account. 
The  estimate,  for  instance,  was  two  mil- 
lions h'hstliis  year  than  the  last— on  what 
data  formed  ho  did  not  know.  Nothing 
had  appeared  which  satisfied  him  that 
Congress  could  c'.o  justice  to  the  country 
in  taking  ofl' the  tuxes  on  estimates  of  this 
kind,  when  there  was  no  eevtainty  that 
they  were  correct.  If  we  have  this  sur- 
plus revenue,  why  not,  as  had  been  justly 
remarked  hy  his  colleague,  take,  off  tlie 
taxes  from  the  ncccataricsof  life  ? It  hud 
been  said  that  the  impost*  were  collected 
at  less  expense  than  the  internal  revenue. 
Hut  what  was  the  comparative  expense 
to  the  consumer  ? If  he  pa>s  his  money 
in  taxes  directly  to  the  collector,  he  pin  s 
no  mure  than  that:  ljut  if  lie  pays  it  on 
the  increased  price  of  the  com mod'nir* 
he  consumes,  he  pays  heavy  commissions 
likewise  to  tlie  importer,  the  wholesale 
and  retail  dealer,  through  whose  hands 
the  articles  pass.  I do  not  know,  said 
Mr.  B.  why  wc  in  the  West,  who  arc  so 
much  interested  In  this  view  of  the  ques- 
tion, should  not  be  permitted  to  pay  our 
taxes  directly  io  the  government,  instead 
of  paying  tlie  increased  amount  charged 
on  foreign  goods.  The  repeal  of  these 
taxes,  he  said,  he  believed  to  be  fraught 
with  consequent  s*  highly  injurious  to 
manufhetoixs,  as  tending  to  produce oh- 
jcjbmoti  pi  the  impositionof  any  protecting 
duties  on  imported  manufai  tores,  which 
would  be  asked  of  Congress.  I le  was 
gure,  he  said,  that  public  opinion  did  not 
require  the  repeal  of  the  internal  duties  ; 
and  he  believed  tliut  tiioso  who  should 
vote  for  this  bill,  under  Uio  impression 
that  they  ought  to  follow,  soil  were  fol- 
lowing, public  feeling,  would  find  they 
A’cve  taking  a wrong  course.  He  believ- 
ed that  the  people  were  no  longer  to  be 
misled  by  names,  and  already  saw  that  it 
was  better  to  pay  these  taxes  directly  than 
indirectly  to  the  government.

Proposition* 
for  providing  for  the  widow*  and  orphuns 
of  addict's  killed  in  battle,  for  erecting 
thrsc  additional  military  academies,  for 
cstddisliiiiga  rorpa  of  invalids,  itc.  were 
hclorc  the  house,  and  a hill  had  been  al- 
reatiy  im  ported  for  commuting  soldiers’ 
land*  for,  money,  which,  it  passed,  would 
<d  ilaell  require  ten  millions  of  dollars. 
Whence  is  this  money  to  come?  In  re- 
ply to  the  suggestion  of  a want  of  present 
objeeta  to  which  to  apply  the  surplus  of 
revenue,  Mr.  13.  said  that  objects  could 
not  he  wanting  as  long  the  twenty-one 
millions  of  the  stock  of  the  United  States 
subscribed  to  the  National  Bank  remain- 
ed unredeemed.  It  uppearetl,  from  the 
treasury  report,  that  during  the  present 
year  only  eighteen  millions  of  stock  had 
been  redeemed  altogether:  among  the 
particulars  of  information,  tho  want  of1 
which  lie  felt,  Mr.  U.  said,  he  should  like 
}X>  know  lx's  muUi  thiq  eighteen  mil- 
lion* w as  that  which  had  been  subscribed 
to  the  bank,  and  what  portion  was  uf 
other  stock.  If  ten  or  eleven  million*  of 
that  stock  were,  as  he  presumed,  yet  re- 
deemable, it  would  take  away  one  strong 
argument  for  the  repeal  of  the  taxes,  by 
affording  an  object  to  which  to  apply  the 
surplus  revenue.  There  were,  Mr,  B. 
concluded  by  saying,  curious  considera- 
tion# which  pressed  on  his  mind  against 
the  passage  of  this  bill ; but  lie  wished 
not  to  take  up  the  time  of  the  house.— 
lie  had  briefly  stated  some  reasons  why 
iie  conceived  the  bill  impolitic  and  ol'  a 
ruinous  tendency  to  the  important  inter 
csts  ol  the  country. 

Mr.  Skborakt,  of  Pennsylvania,  next 
spnke  to  the  question.  In  the  thres- 
hold uf  his  remarks,  lie  disclaimed  all 
“Mention  to  enter  i.uo  ihe  rare  of  popu- 
larity, which  hud  been  spoken  of.  On  a 
subject  of  this  kind,  there  ought  to  lie  n 
belief  that  the  members  were,  all  actuated 
by  fair  motives,  part  it  tilirly  on  a question 
where,  it  appeared  to  him,  the  weight  nl 
the  argument  was  in  l.tvor of  the  repeal ; 
.md  it  wa/to  endeavor  to  anew,  that,  in 
voting  to  Sept  al  the  internal  duties,  the 
members  of  the  house  might  act  from 
reason, and  not  from  a desire  of  popitlnri 
ty,  that  lie  rose.  In  the  first  place,  will 
respect  to  the  *u*t<  m of  internal  taxntion 
he  said  he  was  not  apprised  how  the  ar- 
gument applied  whit  h recommended  tin 
continuance  of  a system  ; because  tin 
greater  part  of  the  system  wliich  had  bcci 
established,  the  very  bone  of  it,  had  been 
taken  out,  and  there  remained  sonic  hall 
dozen  of  taxes  which  seemed  to  have 
hocn  left,  not  us  constituting  a system 
certainly,  but  lo  guard  against  the  possi- 
ble chance  of  a deficient  y in  the  revenue 
Let  gentlemen  look  at  the  taxes  remain- 
ing, and  see  whether  they  did  not  pre 
sent  thVmselves  ill  that  view  to  them.— 
Now,  it  appeared  to  him,  Mr.  S.  suid, 
instead  of  talking  about  maintaining  u 
system,  gentlemen  should  turn  their  at- 
tention to  the  taxes  individually,  and  see 
whether  there  was  any  one  of  the  taxes 
which,  on  the  ground  of  its  own  merits, 
might  to  he  preserved.  To  at  least  loui 
nut  of  six  ol  the  taxes  which  remain,  Mr. 
S.  said  he  had,  on  general  grounds,  dc- 
, ided  objections,  and  would  profssMrery 
much,  il  the  revenue  derived  from  them 
|w.«s  necessary,  that  it  should  be  collected 
from  other  objects.  Ho  instanced  us  a 
duty  practically  objectionable,  that  on 
die Ydiu'ing  ol  sugar — a valuable  brunch 
of  domestic  induRiry,  which,  at  forma 
periods,  hnd  been  specially  fostered  and 
encouraged,  by  drawbacks,  Sic.  This 
branch  of  manufactures  was  ip  ccUingly 
oppressed  by  this  tax,  us  was  well  known 
ii  many  members  who  represented  the 
towns  where  it  wn  carried  on.  The 
ux  on  retailers  of  fiflcign  articles  was  al- 
so extremely  oppressive,  failing  witiiout 
diacfimination  on  every  one  who  was 
honestly  endeavoring  l>y  retailing  to  ob- 
tain a livelihood,  and  who  was  obliged  to 
mix  the  smallest  particle  of  foreign  pro- 
duce in  hft  assortment;  and  wv  have 


comes  out  puls  it  by.  If  you  fostfcr  the 
interests  of  the  cituton,  by  relieving  him 
Iroin  buruici.it  in  those  avocations  which 
enrich  him  and  the  country,  it  is  then  you 
prc|utre  the  armor  to  be  put  on  in  war. 
Mr.  S.  said  he  had  still  another  objection 
to  retaining  these  taxes,  lie  believed 
wc  could  not  long  have  a surplus  in  the 
treasury.  If  we  began  w ith  a large  sur- 
plus, means  would  speedily  be  tound  of 
spending  it,  and  that  probably  in  projects 
not  the  most  useful  or  advantageous  to 
the  community ; and  if  the  taxes  were 
retained,  we  should  soon  find  ourselves 
without  a surplus,  and  in  the  case  of 
emergency,  instead  of  reinstating  repeal- 
ed taxes,  would  have  to  lay  new  taxes,  in 
addition,  to  tlie  Same  amount  as  those  al- 
ready existing.  He  would  not  inquire, 
nc  said,  whether  it  was  popular  to  keep 
the  taxes  on  or  to  take  them  off)  but  lie 
held  itto'be  theduty  of  this  house  to  the 
people,  when  there  was  revenue  enough 
to  meet  the  public  expenditure,  notun- 
neccssa|.ily  to  cuiitinuc  the  public  bur- 
thens. 

Mr.  Holmvs,  t»f  Massachusetts,  «*M, 

the  prayer  of  every  republic  ought  tp  be 
give  me  neither  poverty  nor  riches.  A 
young  government,  like  a young  man 
was  very  apt  to  be  ambitious  ; and  when 
wc  lmve  money,  wg  have  an  opportunity 
of  gratifying  that  ambition.  Another 
objection  to  having  more  money  than  we 
want,  was,  that  it  t reated  too  many  calls 
on  the  treasury.  Wc  have  ulready  found 
out  that  we  have  a small  surplus  in  the 
treasury  j and  it  has  already  generated  a 
great  many  rlaimson  it.  lie  presume 
tliut,  before  the  end  uf  the  session,  where 
there  was  one  thousand  dollars  of  surplus, 
there  would  lie  a million  of  demand,  gf 
would  be  rather  a singular  position  ti 
sec  the  house  of  representatives  in,  that 
that  they  who  hold  the  purse-strings  of  the 
nation  should  be  urging  money  into  tin 
pockets  of  the  executive.  We  are  told 
hy  the  executive,  suid  Mr.  H.  that  there 
is  no  need  uf  these  taxes  ; on  tlmt  brunch 
of  the  government  would  full  the  rcspoi 
sibility,  if  the  treasury  should  become  as 
empty  as  some  apprehended,  and  we 
should  require  mgiiey  when  we  cannot 
obtain  it.  As  regarded  a system  of  in 
teruul  taxation,  Mr.  II.  said  lie  lipped 
mat  lie  should  never  me,  in  this  country, 
such  a sysfom  established.  I tv  hoped 
internal  taxation  would  only  be  resorted 
io  when  the  exigencies  of  the  country 
reqftircd  it;  and  then,  and  then  only, 
would  the  jieuple  endure  it.  It  is  odious 
to  the  people  ; so  much  so  in  prim  ijile, 
i lint  there  wub  great  objection,  at  the 
formation  of  ourcostitution,  to  git  ing  to 
the  Congress  the  power  to  lay  internal 
taxes.  He  said  lie  believed  that  at  this 
time,  whether  it  was  popular  or  unpopu- 
lar to  relieve  the  people  Iroin  these  taxes, 
it  would  bo  best  for  them  to  lie  repealed, 
■as  indeed  he  rather  inclined  to  believe 
that  the  people  themselves  thought, — 
lie  should  be  unwilling,  for  himself,  to 
take  any  share  of  tlie  responsibility  of 
continuing  a broken  svstem,  as  it  had 
been  aptly  dear  t illed— ail  imperfect  ami 
unequal  system  ol  internal  taxes.  If  the 
system  were  a perfect  one ; if  it  bore 
equally  on  ull  classes  of  citizens;  if  it 
were  such  a system  as  was  both  neces- 
sary and  proper,  there  might  be  a reason 
for  retaining  it : but,  lint  mg  none  cl  these 
qualities,  lie  would  pul  an  end  to' tins 
mutilated  fabric  of  taxation,  lie  was, 
tie  said,  in  favor  of  keeping  up  the  army 
is  a military  school ; .the  navy,  too,  he 
oped  would  lai  alwu/5  cherished,  to  tie 
fi  nd  our  rights  on  the  ocean,  a*  it  one.

Contributions 
of  the  people  to  the  mainteniinct  of  t>.e 
government,  wive®  its  wants  are  such  as 
to  requiro  them.  \V  lien  it  is  dcniu<  * rat- 
ed that  any  part  of  thesu  taxes  arc  not 
wanted,  it  is  not  only  the  duty  of  govern- 
ment, hut  it  is  its  Roundest  policy  to  re- 
peal them.  Are  tut  y then  wanted ! laid 
Mr.  U.  Look  at  the  exhibition  of  the 
uf  our  firemens,  and  a hare  gtancf 
affords  an  answer  to  the  question.  It  ap- 
pears, that  such  is  tnc  state  of  ouf  reve- 
nue, that  wc  have  within  tho  past  year  re- 
deemed eighteen  millions  of  a public 
debt,  the  whole  amount  of  wnich  did  not 
much  exceed  un  aggregate  of  an  nutuired 
and  twenty  millions.  It  appeared  alsoj 
that,  after  the  Yazoo  stuck  and  Louisians 
debt  were  paid  off,  wc  should  have,  not 
only  u sum  equivalent  to  all  tiie  expendi- 
tures ol  tnc  government,  but  exceeding 
tnat  amount  by  five  millions  annua, .y,  up 
to  tho  year  1825,  which  ia  the  Hist  mo- 
ment that  the  War  loan  ol  1813  is  redeem- 
able, by  the  terms  ol  tne  contract  fur  it. 
Mhull  we  undertake,  then,  to  luy  or  to 
continue  taxes,  not  becautc  we  do,  but 
because  wc  may  want  the  money?  \ 
snail  not,  said  Mr.  H.  lie  among  tho 
number  of  those  u ho  refuse  to  lay  tuxes 
w hen  the  present  necessities  of  the  gov- 
ernment require  it,  or  w hen  it  is  proba- 
ble that  they  w id.  lint,  lie  tuid,  lie  held 
it  to  be  bad  poii<  y to  lay  lax,  a when  not 
wanted;  not  only  because  useless,  but 
heefiuso  tnc  people  could  alwuys  malye 
the  best  use  ol  their  own  money  ; ami  to 
t oilcct  it  into  the  treasury  would  be  to 
withdraw  the  means  ft)  wnich  roanuUc- 
turcs,  agriculture,  and  commerce  wore 
fnsteretl,  and  tne  national  wealth  enlarged. 
And  to  withdraw  it  lor  what  ? To  lie  file 
in  the  ifeasury  ? It  could  not,  Mr.  li.  said, 
he  tlib  oiijeet  of  gentlemen  to  take  from 
the  people  money  which  was  advantage- 
ously employed  ill  their  own  occupation*, 
and  thereby  enhancing  Die  general  pros- 
perity, to  become  * mi  re  r a/fut  moriuum 
in  tnc  treasury  of  the  United  Slates,  and 
thus  dose  tlie  advantage  of  capital  other- 
wise actively  employed.

COMMUTATION  OF  SOLlHHIlS*  PAY. 

Tne  bouse  resolved  itself  into  a com- 
mittee of  the  whole,  Mr.  Hattet  in  the  J 
chxtr,  on  the  bill  for  the  commutation  of 
soldiers'  pay. 

Mr.  Joitxsnw,  of  Ky.  as  rhairtnan  of 
tlic  nui**-*rv  committee,  stated  a number  i 
of  facta  bearing  on  the  subjec  t of  the  bill. 
The  number  of  men  in  the  service  at  the 
clos;  of  t it:  war  w.,s  ascertained  to  have 
been  34,0  )0  ; the  number  who  died  in 
service  or  were  killed  in  battle  was  csti 
limuted  at  about  17,000  ; making  in  t.ie 
whole  about  40,000  soldiers  (and  lieiiw 
of  soldirrx)  entitled  to  the  bouaty  in  land. 
For  this  number  eight  millions  of  acres 
would  lie  required.  Bui  it  was  a num- 
ber overrated  j and  he  did  not  believe 
that  40,000  would  conqu  forward  to  claim 
the  land  bounty.  Of  the  whole  titw.ibcr 
of  50,000,  lie  calculated  that  not  more 
than  half  would  commute  f >r  money, say 
24,0  m;  to  pay  this  number  the  prop<  »- 
ed  commutation  would  require  fivcanil-j 
lions  of  dollars,  or  l,J5J,ooo,  annually,' 
fir  four  yca-s,  which  mode  of  payment’ 
had  been  selected,  as  well  with  a view  to! 
the  benefit  of  the  soldiers  as  to  the  relief! 
of  the  treasury.  The  committee,  lie  said,1 
had  no  doubt,  but  the  annual  proceeds' 
from  the  very  land  commuted  would  be 
sufficient  to  defray  the  whole  amount , 
which  would  remove  all  objections  of  a 
financial  nature— and  he  was  not  aware 
of  any  other.
